The Men Insist That the Business Jus-
tifies Increassd Wages

ference of the miners and coke operators of | he
the Coonnellsville region was beld bere to-
day, aud still there is no scitlemest of the
wape diffcnlties. Operators and Superin-
tendents Brepnen, Ramsey, Vaodusen, Dill-
inger, Overbolt, Staufler, McFadyen and
Tavlor were present, and the miners were
represented by Messrs. McBride, Barrett,
Debaven, Keegan, Spence, the District Offi-
cers Wise and Purker and President Jokn
B. Rae, of the United Mine Workers
Shortly after the opening of the meeting the
operators’ committee, Messrs. Brenpen
and McFadven, began busivess by present-
ing the following proposition to the Beale
Commitiee of the mine workers;

GENTLEMEN — We hereby demand a 10
per cent reduction on all classes and kinds
of labor, and level full wagons on
tipples from the rates paid in agreement which

wiil expire February 10, 1891, The justiceana
equity of this demanded reduction will be ap-
pumt te rour pommittes and the weorkmen
when %ht' take into consideration the present
conditioe of the coke trade, as well as the fut-
ure outlook for the year 1801

This led to a thorough ventilation of the
miners’ atthinde, and a hively discusdon fol-
lowed, The miners’ committes peremptorily
declined to consider the proposition, and said
thev wanted a materis]l increase instead of a
redaction in wages. They said they did not
take the gloowmy outlook of the futureas the
operators were disposed 1o, and believea that

2de will shortly be eplivened and soch prices
: ule ns would justify an sdvance, which they
would stand for,
What the Operators Clalm.

The operstors beld that the coke outlook
was blue: that the iron indnstry, on which it is
whaolly dependent, was n an unsatisfactory
coniition, and in all justice they shomid will-
ingly share the burden of depression by sub.
witting to a reduction of 10 per cent. The
miners' committee then produced several arga-
monts to conviuce operators that their de-
mands for ageneral advance of aboot 124
per cent were raasooalils beyond doubt and
should be conesaed. The question of filling
wagons has caused mool contention, and many
nreatened strikes in the region duringthe
paxt vear by the operasors,claiming they should
Le ievel full on the tipples, and the miners
Palding that they shouid be level full atthe
feet at the rooms in the mines.

T e operators’ proposition to the workmen
to-day, which was rejected, puts particular
siress on this sabject of baving them level full
¢ tipplea. The peperal situalion was dis-

ties as they were a month since.

A NEW NORTE RIVER TUNNEL

Another Scheme for Overcoming the Rapid
Transit Problem.

ALBaxy, Feb. 2—The New York and
New Jersey Terminal Railroad Company
filed ariicles of incorporation with the See-
retary of State to-day. The capital of the
company iz $100,000. The road isto ran
from New York City to s point in the town-
ship of Kearney, N. J. In New York City
the road will begio at the easterly end of
Fourteenth street and run in & tunnel to the
westerly end, where it will go under the
waters of the Hudson river to Hoboken,

It will run in tuonels uoder Hoboken and
Jersey City toa fut near the Hackensack
river, thence under the last mentioned river
to the junction of I.Iu Delaware, Lackawans
and Western and the Peonsylvania rail-
ronds, in the town of Kearney. In New
York City the road will have & branch be-
gioning st the intersection of Hudson and
Fourteenth streets and running io tunpels
under Hudson street to its intersection with
Chambers street, thence sonth to the inter-
section of Wall and Broad streets, and
thence nnderground beneath Broad street to
the East river.
